The convention organizra by re- 
electing Hou. Jonatlian Haralson 
Preoklent; Rev. Lansing Burrows, of 
Aluniata, Oa., and Rev. OUver Fuller, 
of Baltimore, Secretaries, and Geo. 
W. Norton, of Louisville, Ky., Treas- 
urer.

TUawaithe aetwliioh eanwdiuehan 
uproar amonf tbo oolonle*, and which 
wai one of the main cauFtcn of all thn 
trouble Immadlately pmccdlnTnnd lead- 
ing up to the revolution, it waa In- 
tended that tho rt^ronuo to 1k> rained by 
the Ktamp act ahould como from tho salo 
of Htanip<'d paper and iltump<t wtilcti 
wore required to be placed ui>on all 
paper used in i-omtiicn-i:il tranHactlona, 
•ulUs at law, piihliiMiiunH, trsnafom of 
real oHtato, Inliurltuncoa, and marriage 
Uceniies. 

ThiK a tax was placed upon the eolo- 
nles without tholr consent, and the 
money derived from thli tax was to 1» 
u.He.l for the support of a Standing army, 
which in turn waa expected toenforoe 
the payment of the tax. ApparenUj no 
Englishman dreamed of any realstanoa 
to the act, and It is said that (IrenvlUe, 
the Minister under whom the act waa 
passed, afterward made tho statement 
that be would have staked his llto on 
the obedienee of the colonies to the 
aatM Of oourae, howerer, there 
■ a letlded resistanee. as every 
American knows, which led to the re- 
peal of the set In .March 17l<(i, under the 
Itockinghsm Ministry. The sUnips 
theraselvos were handiomely engraved 
and ran in value from a half-penny up 
to several pounds. Tho two stamps now 
in the museum are of the value of a 
half-penny and a penny. They are un- 
canceled and are twoot eight which 
wore preserved by the bain of Hon. 
Welbora Ellis, who was oommlsslon«r 
of Internal reveauafor Great BrlUin 
la the year ITas. After his death they 
eame Into the possession of his son 
Welbora EUis, Jr., who was a partner 
In the famou hanlcing bouso of 
Walker, Ilaltby, iTOiett ft Ellla. which 
failed in the great flnancial panic ot 
1837. These two stamps remained in 
the Kills family up to a few years a(ro, 
when they were given to Mr. E. J. 
Walker, of Newcastla-oa-TJrae. by hi* 
grandfather, the senior member of the 
above-mentioned banking flrni, w ho was 
int<"rosted in antiques and i iirli>-.lilos. 
A short time ago the two stamps were 
given by Mr. B. J. \ralker tu Mr. John 
A. llrlll. of Philadelphia. Very soon 
after the atamys came Into bl* poissi- 
rioa Mr. Brill laeelTeC aa oSat al MO 
from aa Sngllah ooUeetor for the two, 
but decliniMl it at once, wtiereunon the 
Engltshmun ciibli-d him an olT(*r several 
times as large, whioh wai also de- 
olincd. .Mr. lirlll eame to tho ooaelu- 
sion that if tbe_ stamps were ot that 
much value to* an Englishman they 
would l>e of much more interest t.* ;,n 
Amerioan museum' of historical relics, 
and he promptly presented them to the 
National Museum here, where they will 
be appreciated and properly preserved. 
They wlU be laataUed In a handsome 
frame, whioh will have picture* and 
proper legends that will help to tell tho 
story ut the causes that led to the Amer* 
lean revolution. — Washington Htar.
